Results of the imperial conference 
at Ottawa, the chancellor said, failed 
to revive confidence that economic 
barriers would be lifted. 

“We hope, however, that the eco- 
nomic conference will make progress 
in this respect, without whieh it will 
be impossible to achieve world eco- 
nomic improvement.” 

Touching on foreign opposition to 
Germany's import restriction plans, 
Herr Von Papen emphatically denied 
the import quota policy was endan- 
gering stability of Germany currency. 

“Restriction of imports was not re- 
solved out of chicanery but to save 
German agriculture from certain

On the honor rolls of fascism there 
are 500 martyrs, as they are called 
in Italy. Forty of these met their 
death abroad, six in the United States. 

On October 27, the day before the 
first fascist decade ends, a_ votive 
chapel will be dedicated to fascist 
martyrs in Rome and a martyrological 
calendar of these men will be com- 
piled. It will carry this quotation 
from Mussolini, “When a faith has 
been and is consecrated by the crim- 
son blood of its youth, it cannot fail 
or die, and will not die.” 

Most of the fascist martyrs met 
their death in the sharp street fight- 
ing in Italy in 1919, 1920, 1921 and 
1922. largely against the communists.

Hereafter such 
applications will have to be made to 
the Winston-Salem (N. CC.) branch 
bank which will handle the business 
of this section. 

The delay in applications locally is 
due to the fact that most of the 
| silding and loan associations, which 
are the main beneficiaries here, had 
to have their charters amended to 
comply with the bank act, Robert G. 
Lose, president of the Atlanta Build- 
ing and Loan League, said. 

“We expect every one of wur mei- 
bers to join,” Mr. Lose said, “Al- 
though the act specified that applica- 
tions should be made 30 days prior 
to the opening of the bank, this will 
not affect future applications. These 
may be made at any time, or with- 
drawn at any time, 

“There has been a delay due to the 
fact that some institutions have had 
to have their charters amended, and 
this procedure takes time. Others will 
probably hoid back until they see how 
the bank operates.” 

Although the Georgia securities

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Oct. 16.— 
(?}—Benjamin H, Anthony, 69, for- 
mer publisher of the New Bedford 
Standard, a director of the Associated 
Press for many years and one of New 
England’s most widely knows news- 
papermen, died today after more than 
a year's illness. 

Born in New Bedford, August 1. 
1863, of a journalistic family, Anthony

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BIG BUSINESS WON’T SULK. 

A few nights ago a prominent 
republican, a former national com- 
mitteeman for his state and the 
president of one of the nation’s 
greatest railroads, gave a dinner in 
Chicago for 20 of the biggest busi- 
ness men and bankers west of the 
Alleghenies. -Of the guests, 18 
were republicans supporting Hoo- 
ver and two were democrats sup- 
porting Roosevelt. 


When the*guests had their fill 
their host arose to speak. There 
had been, he said, considerable talk 
spread over the country that if 
Roosevelt was elected business 
would suffer. He admitted that this 
talk chiefly came from the leaders 
of the republican party and it was 
distributed for campaign purposes. 
But, he added, business itself had 
taken the talk more seriously than 
Others. As a result business men 
themselves were the ones who were 
refarding the return to prosperity, 
simply because they were unthink- 
ing enough to be taken in by the 
propaganda of the republican na- 
tional committee. 


The host reminded his guests 
that he still was for Hoover and 
expressed the opinion that Hoover 
was going to get a sound beating, 
but, nevertheless, win or lose, he 
was for Hoover. The point he was 
making was that business men 
themselves were the cause of the 
slow return of trade because they 
took the attitude that Roosevelt's 
election meant harder times. 


By the time the former commit- 
teeman-railroad president finished 
talking he had convinced his hear- 
ers that he was just about right. 
Business is going to revive whether 
Hoover or Roosevelt is president, 
and it is assured that Roosevelt is 
going to be president. So, why not 
toss the little fear bug, germinated 
chiefly by the republican national 
committee, out the window and be- 
gin at once to assist as far as pos- 
sible in the recovery of business? 
It is a certainty, the host pointed 
out, that after Roosevelt’s election 
big business isn’t going to go off 
in the corner and sulk. It is going 
to do its level best to get things 
going again. So, with the election 
all settled, wax ait until after 
November 8 to get the ball rolling. 


Republican -big business, of 
course, doesn’t want Roosevelt. But 
republican big business realizes 
now that nothing President Hoover 
and his republican national com- 
mittee can do will turn the tide of 
votes from Maine to California 
that is surging from normal repub- 
lican and on the fence positions 
into the democratic column.

unless they are given relief from 
the conditions which have already 
brought many of them to bank- 
ruptcy.

When those two strangers came to 
Abraham, he immediately invited them 
into his tent and he gaye orders that 
a meal be at once prepared for them.

Immensly rich though he was, and 
respected among the peoples who 
dwelled between the Euphrates and 
Philistia, Abraham bowed lis head 
deferentially and b..de them welcome. 
It is well worth resuscitating that 
simple but majestic Bible story of 
Abraham’s meeting with the two 
strangers 4,000 odd years ago there 
in the plaing before Gommorrha. 
Worth while reviving, to be sure, in a 
time when the word stranger, or 
foreigner, has almost become synony- 
mous with enemy. 

For in our days the tendency seems 
to be for each people to vaunt its 
own traditions as peculiarly noble and 
its own achievements as Sustienlerty 
impressive. Civic pride and patriotism 
are good medicine, but a dangerous 
medicine at the same time, which must 
be taken in just the right dose if it 
is not to poison and gall the system 
and produce a _ self-satisfying, smug 
egoism. It is a pity that some people 
must wait till adversity strikes them 
before acknowledging that others may 
as well have a share of decency and 


form in every way to our vaunted 
standards of life. ? 

One of the tests of true civilization 
for any people, I have always believed, 


within the gates. Not merely the 
prominent stranger, the man loaded 
with honors and dignity, but the hum- 
ble man, one of those whom God must 
have loved, because He made so many 
of them, as Lincoln once said. The 
man, too, with a different religion or 
with a different outlook on life. The 
vulgar instinct of the mob would 
probably want to tar and feather such 
a one, or drive him out of town. The 
civilized man will have nothing to do 
with such business. And if the stran- 
ger has anything to say, if he wants 
quitely to cooperate in the life of the 
community, the civilized man will lis- 
ten to him with respect and tolerance 
as befits the human dignity of speaker 
and hearer alike. 

When Jean Jacqués Rousseau was 
hunted and hounded from one place 
to another on account of his opinions, 
Voltaire heard of it and although 
Voltaire did not share Rousseau’s 
views, he invited him to come and 
live in his home. And when Rousseau 
finally arrived, Voltaire embraced him 
and said: “I do not agree with a word 
you say, but I will fight to the death 
for your right to say it.” 

So speaks the voice of tolerant and 
mature wisdom. It is an. excellent 
guide, I think. | 

The world is full of. struggles. Strug- 
gles between ideas; struggles between 
personalities; struggles between tem- 
peraments; struggles between persons 
of different social origin. Most of these 
struggles are worth while, for it is 
from the clash of ideas that the truth 
emerges. And the truth will emerge 
if’ our struggles are kept free from 
hatred. 

Joyfully, therefore, we welcome the 
struggles of life.

Pwo things are essential for suc- 
cess in quacking it. First, the pre- 
tender or faker must employ means of 
attracting victims. Second, he must 
have an imposing personality. — 

A physician or healer who is good 
can and does depend on the good will 
of his satisfied patrons to keep him 
busy. That’s how practice is built.

YARN PRODUCTION: 
ISCUT TOPERGENT 


Cotton Manufactures: 
Trade Shows Even 
Greater Decline Since ’28 


MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 16. 
(/)— World production of cotton yarn 
in the first half of 1982 was about 15 
per cent less than in 1928, according 


to the quarterly bulletin of the cot- 
ton trade statistical bureau, just is- 
sued. 

International trade in cotton manu- 
factures showed a much greater de- 
cline, however, partly owing to tariff 
increases, import regulations and ex- 
change restrictions. Because of its 
more specialized character, the’ bu- 
reau found the yarn and thread trade 
had suffered léss than the piece goods 
trade, but there was a gradual decline 
in all kinds of cotton manufactures. 

International trade in piece goods 
in the first half of 19382 was about 
34 per cent under 1928. 

“The percentage share of the trade 
done by the United States and the 
European countries still on the gold 
standard has fallen from 43.7 in 1931 
to 36.6 in the first half of 1932, while 
the percentage share of the United 
Kingdom and Japan has risen from 
54.2 to 61.4,” the bulletin states. 

“While British exports have in- 
creased this year and Great Britain 
is taking a larger proportion of in- 
ternational trade than it has done 
since 1929, even more striking is the 
advance made by Japan during recent 
months. The July total of 195,000,- 
000 square yards was the highest 
ever attained. 

“British exports of piece goods in 
the first eight months of 1932 amount- 
ed to 1,527 million square yards, 
compared with 1,169 million square 
yards in the corresponding months in 
1931, and 1,853 million square yards 
in 1930. 

“Excluding exports to India and 
China, British exports to all other 
markets as a whole almost regained 
the level of 1930. 

“While Great Britain has bettered 
its position in intefnational trade dur- 
ing the last 12 months, there has been 
no serious check to the extension of 
Japanese competition and the prog- 
ress made by the Indian mill indus- 
try in the last two years may make 
recover difficult in what is still 
arg: ritain’s largest overseas mar- 

et. : 


SENATOR COUZENS 
MAY BOLT HOOVER 
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years ago the Michigan senator, 
ratal as the wealthiest member of the 
United States senate, was an active 
supporter of Mr. Hoover, both before 
and after his nomination. He was, 
moreover, a sizeable contributor to 
the Hoover campaign. 

The issues on which Senator Cou- 
zens and Mr. Hoover have fallen out 
are not clearly defined as yet. In 
the event of his reported statement 
he will be expected to name the 
ground of non-support in his usual 
bold manner, a quality for which he 
has been noted ever since he entered 
congress. 

Already several of the outstanding 
republican progressives are openly 
fighting Mr. MHoover’s _ re-election. 
They are, aside from Senator John- 
son, Senator George W. Norris, of 
Nebraska, and Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart, of Iowa, Mr. Hoover's na- 
tive state. Senator Couzens would 
make a fourth. 

Senate Progressives Cold. 
In addition to these, however, there 
is the case of Senator William BE. 
Borah, of Idaho; Senator Robert M. 
La Follette, of Wisconsin; Senator 
Bronson Cutting, of New Mexico, and 
Senator Gerald P. Nye, of North Da- 
kota. Not one of the lot has done 
anything to lend encouragement to 
the Hoover candidacy. On the con- 
trary, Senator Cutting personally ap- 
peared on the platform with Gover- 
nor Roosevelt during the latter’s re- 
cent visit to the state, while Senator 
Borah has declined to be drawn into 
the campaign on the side of his 
party’s ticket, contrasting with his 
role as chief Hoover orator four years 


ago. 

Also at the close of the past ses: 
sion the Idaho senator startled his 
republican colleagues by declaring on 
the floor of the senate that he could 
not support Hoover on the platform 
adopted by the republicans at Chi- 
cago. Since then he has not elabo- 
rated on the announcement. 

At the moment, however, chief in- 
terest centers on the Couzens and 
Johnson attitudes. The Johnson dec- 
is interpreted as placing 
California in the democratic column, 
According to current news dis- 
patches, the odds on Roosevelt carry- 
ing the state have mounted to two to 
one since his statement of Friday. A 
Couzens pronouncement would bring 
about a similar trend in Michigan, 
it is asserted. 

. Makes California Certain. 

The importance of the Johnson 
statement is taken from the fact that 
he long has: been recognized as the 
dominant political influence of Cali- 
fornia. In 1916 his sullen silence 
resulted in the state going for Wood- 
row Wilson against Charles Evans 
Hughes, the then republican nominee, 
Always a crusader on the side of lib- 
eralism, he was Theodore Roosevelt's 
running mate on the progressive tick- 
et of 1912. Since then his influence 
has extended to the whole Pacific 
coast region, where his present atti- 
tude will carry much weight. 

lf Senator Johnson’s silence in 
1916 was enough to swing the state 
to Wilson, what, it is asked, will be 
the result of his preseot vigorous and 
straightforward declaration, which 
leaves absolutely no room for specu- 
lation? The answer, according to 
those who claim first-hand knowledge 
of California affairs, will be a Roose- 
velt majority of upwards of 175,000. 
Four years ago Mr. Hoover was the 
victor there by more than 500,000. 
Such a turnover in the face of the 
1928 figu would be phenomenal. 

Many of the Johnson followers who 
heretofore have been maintaining a 
watchful-waiting policy, not commit- 
ting themselves to one or the other 
of the two major party candidates, 
will now turn their support full 
strength to Governor Roosevelt, it is 
asserted. They. have merely been 
waiting to see the final gesture of 
the senafor.

BOND MARKET SHOWS 
STRONG UNDERTONE

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—(?)—The 
bond market blew hot and cold dur- 
ing the past week but, all things con- 
sidered, gave a fairly good account 
of itself, 

Notwithstanding a sharp break on 
Monday. and a good rally Friday, the 
daily sales volume usually was below 
normal. Professional trading in spec- 
ulative issues—principally the rail- 
roads—provided most of the activity, 
although there was some heavy buy- 
ing in a few foreign issues. 

The outlook for industry was little 
changed. 

The higher grade rails, utilities and 
industrials maintained a firm front 
throughout, a number even advancing 
fractionally to new 1932 highs. But 
fluctuations of 1 to 3 or more points 
was the rule in the secondary groups. 
There was an unusually large turn- 
over in German, Australian and Brit- 
ish obligations. The Australians were 
subjected to considerable profit-taking 
and issues of the reich generally fol- 
lowed a 1-point range. The United 
Kingdom 5 1-2s reached another new 
years peak, as did Dominion of Can- 
ada 4s_and 5s. 

The United States government de- 
partment was a trifle uneasy at one 
time, but treasury issues came into 
demand with the paring of money 
rates.

Show Further Small Gains

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—(?)— While 
the principal bfisiness barometers in 


the past week’ were somewhat mixed, 
there were further small gains in 
some of them which attracted favor- 
able comment from statisticians. ; 

Particular emphasis was placed on 
the evidence that many industries ex- 
perienced this year at least a sea- 
sonal improvement, largely lacking 
last. year, and here and -there were 
indications of more than seasonal 
gains. : 

Lending a brighter touch to the pic- 
ture were the gains recorded in some 
lighter manufacturing lines, in elec- 
tric power production and in car load- 
ings although the latest gain was 
somewhat less than generally expect- 
ed. Adding.a more somber hue were 
reports from the steel industry, indi- 
cating that production had been slow 
to catch up with the quickening in 
lighter business lines, the continued 
lethargy of building and the slacken- 
ing of recent demand for new auto- 
mobiles. 

Nevertheless, the view ~ appeared 
widely to be held by business students 
that definite progress had already 
been scored by a multiplicity of small- 
er industries which eventually would 
be followed by the heavier, and nor- 
mally more slow moving, industries; 
and that while diminished purchasing 
power and unemployment are still se- 
rious obstacles which remain to be 


hurdled, a worth-while start in that 
direction has already been made. 
Freight car loadings for the week 
ended October 8 gained 3.561 to 625.- 
636 cars. It marked the ninth suc- 
eessive increase in the weekly figures 


since August 6 with the single excep- 


tion of last Labor Day week. : 
' Electric power production for the 
week ended October 8 totaled 1,506,- 
219,000 kilowatt hours against 1,499.- 
459,000 the week before. Compared 
with the corresponding week of last 
year, the October 8 figure showeg a 
margin of decline of 8.9 per cent, un- 
changed from the week before. Au- 
tomobile production for the same 
week was estimated at 11,990 units 
against 14,110 the week before. Steel 
production showed a slight gain, re- 
flecting principally the receipt of 
small orders from a wide number of 
industries, but lacking large contracts 
from the heavier industries like build- 
ing, railroading and automobile man- 
ufacturing. The Iron Age placed 
production at 19 per cent of capacity 
against 18 per cent the week before. 
In the textile and other lighter in- 
dustries there were fairly good gains 
recorded, particularly in cotton con- 
sumption. Commodity prices reacted 
somewhat, although their losses did 
not appear to be wide enough to up- 
set seriously the plans of large buy- 
ers of principal staples. Shoe pro- 
duction, which has been fairly active 
since the start of the second half of 
the year, continued to hold up well.

UNFILLED ORDERS GAIN 
FOR COTTON GOODS 


NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—The en- 
tire industry must have noticed with 
great satisfaction the figures just 
made, public regarding the statistical 
positions of sales, production, stocks 


and unfilled orders of cotton grey 
goods. Total stocks on hand Septem- 
ber 30 were the smallest on record 
and unfilled orders were larger than 
at the same time in the boom year 
of 1929. 

We feel that the fullest opportunity 
should be taken of the situation and 
every effort made to further strength- 
en that position. There is much yet 
to be done toward getting the indus- 
try on to a profitable basis. This 
was pretty hopeless so long as there 
were such enormous stocks with no 
real backlog of orders. Certainly the 
job should be simpler in view of the 
association’s figures. If everyone con- 
cerned gives his best in trying to in- 
telligently contribute toward a better 
merchandiisng program and in keep- 
ing production under control, we look 
fof further improvement. We helieve 
that the strength of the situation has 
leveled some of the hills and valleys 
in demand and supply,. and buyers 
generally are contracting for cotton 
goods, for deliveries ahead, with more 
confidenee than has been seen in a 
long time. 

One of the most serious problems 
confronting the mills today, so we are 
told by practically all of our friends, 
is the constantly increasing basis for 
good spinnable cotton. A very few 
weeks ago print cloth cotton could be 
bought at about 50 points on and to- 
day 150 to 175 points is wanted. This 
advance, invisible to the cloth buyer, 
is an actual one just the same and 
represents an increase in the cost of 
cotton, as much as if the basis were 
the same and December futures were 
selling at le per pound higher than 
they are today.

ket has ruled rather nervous with fre- 
quent fluctuations and a generally eas- 
ier tone, but slight net changes cour 

ared with a week ago. The price 
evel at the week’s elose remained 
nearly $3 a bale below the price prior 
to bureau report day. 

Downward tendencies in stocks and 
wheat during the first half of the 
week checked speculative buying and 
as considerable hedge selling develop- 
ed owing to thé larger movement in 
spot cotton, prices eased off moderate- 
ly before the holiday on Wednesday. 
although selling was held in check by 
severe cold weather in the belt for 
this early period of the season. | Kill- 
ing frost extended well down into the 
central belt was believed to have 
checked all further cotton growth. 

The market was in a measure sus- 
tained late in the week by the rather 
bullish consumption report of the cen- 
sus bureau, e consumption by do- 
mestie mills during September wus 
placed at 491,655 bales, a large in- 
crease over the August consumption 
which was 405,000 bales in round fig- 
ures. September textile statistics were 
not considered so favorable by the 
trade as sales of cotton goods showed 
an increase of only 2.6 per cent over 
production. 

The spot trading was fairly active 
the past week and the basis was re- 
ported.to be the highest of the sea- 
son. Exports were also fairly liberal 
and the total clearances from Ameri- 
can ports so far this season is now 
half a million bales in exce:; of the 
coresponding period last year.

Garner Scores Republicans 


For Federal Extravagance 


BY JOHN N. GARNER.

What happens to a family when it 
makes no attempt to live within its 
income? Doesn’t disaster follow. espe- 
cially when the head of that family 
has put nothing away for the pro- 
verbial rainy day? And_ don't his 
neighbors and associates lose confi- 
dence in him, having witnessed his 
uncurbed extravagance? 
That’s exactly the position in which 
President Hoover and his “republican 
family” find themselves. They may 


the campaign ‘that the depression and 
disarranged financial structures are 
due to foreign influences, but their 
failure to balance the budget of a 
famity of 120,000,000 people is at the 
very bottom of the economic troubles 
from which we are ‘suffering. 

The fiscal’ affairs of our govern- 
ment in this extravagant republican 
administration have been so conduct- 
ed that a tremendous treasury sur- 
plus has been transformed into a def- 
icit of $3,000,000,000 within three 
years. | 

Had the country’s affairs been 

properly conducted, economies would 
have been effected, and any increase 
in taxes which may have been neceés- 
sary should have been made gradual- 
ly to make income and. expenditures 
balance. Thpre would have been no 
sudden and dismaying clamping of 
burdensome zovernmental imposts, ap- 
proximating even wartime rates, upon 
a people already staggering under the 
weight of government costs. 
Not: until an indignant and sorely 
pressed electorate turned to the dem- 
ocratic party and placed it in con- 
trol of the house of representatives 
did President Hoover attempt to bal- 
ance the budget. Instead of raising 
barriers upon a firm foundation 
against the onslaught of depression, 
he had been adopting expedients ut- 
terly ineffective. 

Even today we find the adminis- 
tration wholiy inept when dealing 
with this vital matter of retrench- 
ment. The republican party’s pledge 
regarding it 1s altogther vague, while 
that of the democratic party is defi- 
nite and clear. It pledges a reduction 
of at least 25 per cent. 

During President Hoover's first 
year in office the cost to the tax- 
payer was $3,848,000,000. During the 
fiscal year just closed the total ran 
to approximately $5,000,000, 000. 


Economy had been promised by the 
republican leaders, the premise ac- 
companied by the catch phrase that 
there was to be maximum efficiency 
at minimum cost. 

Verbally the occupant of the White 
House has been quite- proficient in 
proclaiming and exhorting the curb- 
ing of federal expenses, but if he was 
sincere he certainly failed to receive 
co-operation from his administration 
aids. The democrats in their efforts 
to force government savings were con- 
stantly confronted with opposition 
from the administration. 

The president himself could have 
put into operation practically every 
saving that vongress was called upon 
to make during the last session. No 
act of congress was necessary to give 
the president authority to require his 
cabinet officers to instruct those un- 
der them ‘to ut expenditures. Had 
he done so it is probable that the 
country would not have witnessed the 
spectacle of the president exhorting 
economy while his department heads 
‘and division chiefs were vigorously 
opposing reductions which would have 
affected their respective departments. 
I can give the country assurance 
that a democratic president, assuming 
office next March, will not be trying 
to save his face by turning to con- 
gress to bring about economies which 
he himself inight effect. The charac- 
ter of our party’s nominee, plus its 
platform declaration, is a guaranty of 
this. So are Governor Roosevelt's very 
specific promises, especially in con- 
nectton with the check he will put on 
bureaucracy. 

On many occasions I have said that 
it is the duty of government to keep 
expenses within income and to adjust 
taxes so that they shall meet the 
requirements of the treasury. This, it 
should be manifest to everyone, the 
present republican national adminis- 
tration ‘has not done. 

The republican platform pronounce- 
ment with respect to prohibition 1in- 
dicates that the party proposes to 
deal with prohibition in about the 
same inefficient manner as it has 
dealt with governmental economy. 

The democratic party has not evad- 
ed this issue. It is committed to re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. It 
will give back to the states control 
and supervision of the liquur traffic 
so that dry states may remain dry 
and wet states wet. That's sensible 
and sane. What do the republicans 
promise in this respect? Nothing di- 
rect, nothing specific. Their pledge 
is susceptible of a hundred different 
interpretations. 


Earth Is 10 Billion Years Old, 


Einstein Observations Indicate 


BERLIN. Oct. 16. —(#)}—Dr. Al- 
bert Einstein, the eiminent German 
scientist, presented observations today 
which may indicate that the earth is 
several billion years older than scien- 
tists generally heretofore have calcu- 
lated. 

Lecturing on “The Conception of 
Space,” Dr. Einstein described the 
universe in a state of expansion, which 
possibly had been progressing for some | 
10,000.000,000 years. Declaring that) 
the calculation at present could not! 
be proved. Dr. Einstein said, however, 
that the birthday of the earth might 
be linked up with the beginning of 
this expansion period. 

The latest calculations of reliable 
scientific authorities placed the age 
of the earth at about 3.000.000.0000 
years. Dr. Einstein's computation thus | 
might*add 7,000,000,000 years to this.

Dr. Hubble is distin- 
guished ‘chiefly for his study of the 
nebulae and the “red shift” in space. 

The German scientists explained 
that these observations indicated 
there were thousands of spiral nebu- 
lae in space speeding apart at a ve- 
locity up to 20,000 kilometers (about 
12.500 miles) per second. 

Dr. Einstein said this expansion 
had been progressing for some’ 10,- 
000,000,000 years and that there was 
some evidence tending to link up the 
beginning of this expansion process 
with the birthday of the earth. He 
stressed, however, that this conclu- 
sion could not be proved for the 
present. 


The author of the ‘theory of rela- 
tivity said his theory aided in the 
understanding of the process of ex- 
pansion in the spiral nebulae, but as- 
serted that the limits of the universe 
could not yet be indicated from such 
computations. 

He emphasized that physical hap- 
penings determined what was space. 

Montag Morgen, the newspaper, an- 
nounced today that Dr. Einstein will 
in the future divide each year evenly 
between the United States and Ger- 
many as a result of correspondence 
between the Prussian ministry of cul- 
ture and the professor, who offered 
to resign his German connections in 
view of the fact that his work will 
rarry him to the United States here- 
after during many months of the 
year.
